TERRIBLE MINE FATALITY. 


Six Burned to Death in Coal Mine and 
Thirty More Threatened, 


Monongahela City, Pa,, June 20.— 
Six dead and thirty imprisoned in 
shaft No. 1 of the Ellsworth mine of 
the Pittsburg Coal Co., is the result 
of a terrible mine explosion this eve- 
ning, The mine burning rendered it 
imposeible to effect a rescue of tha 
imprisoned men. Of the six bodics 
recovered, only one is identified, the 
other five being burned beyond recog- 
nition, It is almost certain that the 
entombed thirty will perish. Just 
what’ the cause of explosion was is 
not known, but it is thought it was 
the result of an accumulation of coal 
dust,

CALGARY'S BIG 
NEW HOSPITAL 


Contract Let for over $100,000.00--- 
Moral Reform League Sued 
by Agent. 


Calgary, June 19.—The crusade 

ainst the police instituted by the 

oral Reform League last December 
is resulting in. a crop of writs.  Clif- 
ford Jones, counsel for the Reformers, 
had not been paid his fee of fifty dol- 
lars per doy ‘and yesterday issued a 
writ against several members of the 
league to recover, In this morning’s 
Albertan, T. A. P. Frost, secretary of 
the league, came back with a scacy 
letter insinuating that Mr, Jones was 
not worth the price charged and had 
been guilty of disloyalty to his clients. 
This afternoon Mr. Jones, through 
Walsh & MeArthur, served Frost with 
a writ in an action for ten thousand 
dollars. Mr. Frost is leaving for 
England this week to act as executor 
for the estate of his father-in-law, 
who died a wealthy man, 

A Stranded Show Company. 

Another aet was put on by the Ol- 
son & Riley Teafpe Co., at the police 
court, The usc efowd of Mterested 
spectators were there craning their 
necks to catch a glimpse of the girls 
as they stepped to the witness box.

New General Hospital Contracts. 

The Calgary General Hospital board 
met last night and awarded the con- 
tract for the erection of the new build- 
ing to Woodward & Co., for the sum 
of $97,540. The tenders of the North 
West Electric Co. for $5,500 for the 
electric fixtures required, and that of 
Pfeifer and Wallace for $6,437 for 
plumbing, were also accepted. 

There were present at the meeting 
J. Cardell, president; A, Allen, Ald 
Stuart, J. Birkenshaw, C. Bernard, I 
8. G. Van Wart, Ald. Hornby, Col. 
Cunliffe, Col. Walkei and F. J. Law- 
son, architect. 

The first business was the considera, 
tion of the qnestion of requesting the 
government to grant two additional 
villa lots for hospital purposes, in 
addition to those already granted. 
This will bring the total area over 18 
acres. A motion to that effect was 
passed and the secretary authorized 
to forward the request, The motion 
| was opposed by some of the directors 
present, on the ground that it would 
involve considerable additional ex- 
pense in keeping the grounds in con- 
dition, and that if a lesser area were 
asked for the request would be more 
likely to be granted. 

It was decided that all the cheques 
accompanying unaccepted tenders be 
returned to the parties tendering. 

A motion that the cheque of Staples 
& Co., for $5,309, which accompanied 
the successful tender of Woodward & 
Co., be returned upon Staples & Co 
furnishing bonds to the amount of 
$10,000 satisfactory to the board, said 
bonds to continue until completion of 
the contract, was also passed, 

The question of funds for commenc- 
ing building operations was discussed 
at some length, and the building com- 
mittee were instructed to wait on the 
finance committee of the city council 
to find out when the money from the 
sale of debentures will be available, 
and if satisfactory assurances are re- 
ceived that the money will be on hand 
in two or three weeks, that work be 
started forthwith, 

A draft of the contract to be made 
with Woodward & Co. was submitted 
to the meeting and was endorsed as 
satisfactorily safeguarding the inter- 
ests of the board, 

It provides that no part of the work 
shall be sublet without the written 
consent of the board. Payments of 
80 per cent, are to be made fortnightly 
as work progresses, on the certificate 
of the architest that work has been 
done and that clearance receipts haye 
been received from parties supplying 
material, ete. It was devided that no 
action be taken in regard to the in- 
sertion of the fair wage-clause in the 
contract, as it was felt that the mat-

TEN ITALIANS IN TROUBLE. 


Held Up By Armed Robbers and Re- 
lieved of $500. 


Fort Plain, N.Y., June 19,—Ten Ita- 
lian laborers who lived in a car on a 
siding of the West Shore railroad here 
were held up by armed robbers at 
midnight and  foreed to hand over 
more than $500 which they had re 
ceived in wages yesterday, 

One of the Italians who resisted 
the tumult in the car and sought to 
frighten the robbers away, was over- 
powered, bound, gagged and his pock- 
ets rifled. The robbers eseaped with 
their booty, leaving no clue. 

The bandits foreed an entrance at 
midnight, and when the Italians 
awoke they found themselves covered 
with four revolvere in the hands of 
two men, while another man, armed 
with a knife, ordered them to come 
forward one by one and turn over all 
their money to him. One o fthe Ital- 
jans rebelled and in a few moments 
lay dying with a knife wound halt- 
way through his body. From that time 
until the end the task of the robbers 
was easy. 


CATERPILLARS CREATE HAVOC. 


Cross Railway Track in New Bruns- 
wick and Three Times Stall a 
Freight Train. 


St. John, N.B., June 20.—Cater- 
pillars are creating havoc in some sec- 
tions of the province. A regular 
army of them is reported from York 
county, between Tracy and Cork sta- 
tions, on the line between Frederic- 
ton Junction and McAdam, On 
Thurediy evening the pests started to 
cross the tracks, and a heavy freight 
train that came along was soon stall- 
ed. Three times in a distance of not 
greater than a mile the train was 
stopped by the peste. The train 
crew were forced to use shovels to 
clear the tracks More than an hour 
was epent in getting the train past 
the spot, and it was only by shovel- 
ing the pillars off the line and piling 
up gravel that the trainmen succeed 
ed in overcoming the difficulty.

PAY ON INCOMES 


Court of Appeal on Assessment Con- 
firms Levy on Incomes.---Meet- 
ing of City Council, 


Next week's regular meeting of the 
city council was held Friday evening. 
This may appear anomalous, but it's 
nevertheless a fact, There is one week 
in the year when the aldermen throw 
aside the cares of their civic duties 
and next week is the weck—fair week, 
The aldermen were all present, Mayor 
McDougall in the chair. The contneil’s 
firat busineas was to constitute itself a 
court of appeal on assessment, In 
this capacity it dealt with the various 
appeals from the court of revision, It 
then proceeded with the regular busi- 
ness of next week's council meeting. 

Three judges, Justices Beck and 
Sevott and Judge Taylor appealed against 
being assessed on their income. 

©. F. Newell appeared for Justicos 
Beck and Scott. He stated he was free 
to admit that at present the ‘law on 
the questian was in an unsettled con- 
dition. But there was no precedent 
save in one or two cases, for assessing 
incomes of judges and Dominion gov- 
ernment officials. 

Asseseor MeMillan explained his 
reasons for assessing the judges, and 
he made out a good case. He found 
that the charter gave no exemption 
from income adsessment to judges. 
Precedents had been established in 
St. John, New Brunswick,where judges 
were assessed, and where the Suprema 
court of New Brunswick gave a de- 
cision upholding the ms jicipality’s 
right, to assess judges and Dominion 
officials, The province of British Co- 
lumbia assessed judges, anc in Ot- 
tawa, all the civil servants were as 
sessed for income, 

The city solicitor advised the coun 
cil to confirm the assessment. An ap- 
peal t oa judge might be made by the 
judges By that time the Supreme 
Court of Canada would probably have 
handed aown a decision on a case 
which was now before it.on the ques- 
tion of the assessing of judgea and 
civil servants. The assessments were 
thereupon confirmed, 

The appeal of J. W. Morris, and 
Wm. Short, owners of River View aub- 
division, involving a large number of 
lots, was not allowed, and the assesa- 
ment was confirmed, This property is 
near the penitentiary and is in the 
vioinity of Parkdale and Cromdale 
place. Ald, Anderson stated he knew 
of a lot sold for $1,200 and the high- 
est assessment tor any lot in the sub- 
division did not exeeed $1,000. By 
comparison with the assessment of the 
other subdivision property in this sec- 
tion of the city, it was shown the as- 
sessor’s figures were uniform. There 
Was no inequality, The assessment 
was therefore confirmed, 

The lumbermen were sueceseful ip 
their appeal agains the assessment at 
$1 per square foot of warehouses—so 
named by the assessor—in which lum- 
ber was stored. O. M, Biggar appeared 
for Cushing Bros., Ltd., D. R. Fraser 
& Co., Licd., MelInnis Lumber Co., 
Ltd., and W, H. Clark Co,, Lid. The 
Alberta Lumber Co, also appealed, 
but was not represented. 

Mr. Biggar, in arguing before the 
court, said the buildings assessed were 
not warehouses. They were merely 
covers over piles of lumber. They 
were not permanent warehouses an 
any sense of the word, It was surely 
unfair to tax these erections at $1 per 
square foot. He asked that the rate 
be 50 cents per square foot, 

As an inatunce he stated the W. H, 
Clark Co. had a shed, which had been 
built for $50, and which was assessed 
for $470, The shed could not possibly 
contain lumber to that value 

Assessor MeMillan stated the assesa- 
ment commissioners knew exactly the 
conditions when it decided warehous- 
es should be assessed at $1 per square 
foot and it wag their decision upon 
which he had based his assessment. 

Ald, MelInnis reviewed the situa- 
tion. He explained it was the inten- 
tion of the assesament commission and 
the intention was carried out, to make 
a fixed assessment for manufactories. 
| An effort was made to secure an am- 
jendment to the city charter allowing 
the city to fix manufacturers’ assess- 
ment for a term of years, but the legis- 
lature deferred ranting the applica- 
lio of the city owing to the proposal 


to pass next session a general muni- 
cipal law. The question of what the 
Assessinent commission intended waa 
debated at length. 

Ald. Manson considered the rate of 
assessment too high, These open ware- 
houses were not really warehouses, 
and yet they were essential to the pio- 
tection of the lumber, which was to 
be used by builders in the erection of 
houses, and wet lumber was a very 
undesirable. commodity, 

A motion to reduce the assessment 
af the open sheds to 50 cents per 
square foot and to maintain the rate 
of $1 per square foot for enclosed ware- 
houses, wak moved by Ald, Manson 
‘and seconded by Ald, Anderson, and 
| was cartied unanimously. 

Geo, Gilmer notified the court that 
he was not a resident of the city 
from the date of his letter, and would 
be an absentee for two years. There- 
fore he said he did not propose to pay 
any income assessment, But Mr. Gil- 
mer will pay an income assessment. 
{1 he assessor declared Mr, Gilmer had 
been a resident of the city during eix 
months of the assessment year and 
| as therefore liable to asseasment. The 
city solicitor stated income could not 
be assessed jor a balf year. Gonee-

Victoria, B.C., June 19— The Britivh 
ship Lord Shatves wury, whieh arrived 
this morning. trom Port Talbot vat 
Iquikue reported that when three hun- 
dred miles west of Cape Horn a tidal 
Waive Was encountered) which swept 
her decks, taking all ther boats and 
houses, starting the hull, and parti- 
ally wreckine the ship. Hundreds of 
tons of water broke over the ship, 
which was thrown over on her beam 
and her cargo shifted, one man being 
washed overboard and drowned, This 
man, John Sylvester, a seaman, was 
the only one on deck, Others there 
could not have eseaped, On her beam, 
the erew reshifted her eargo o} coal 
for five days with only meat and water 
as iood, the galley and its gear hav- 
ing been ewept away and eighteen 
days Liter they worked the vessel into 
Montevideo, where she was repaired,

und almost collided with one, passing 
between two during tog so close that 
her yards touched one,

Collapse of the Sensational Lemoine 
Case in Paris. 


Paris, June 19.—The Lemoine dia- 
mond case came to a sensational end- 
ing with an unexpected climax this 
ufternoon. Lemoine has fled and his 


famous formula for the manufacture 
of diamonds is a fantastic farce. 
Henry Lemoine is the  Frenehman 


who was taken into custody a few 
months aro on the charge of having 
secured money from Julius Wernher, 
an English diamond merchant, on 
false pretences. Lemoine declared 
he could manufacture diamonds, and 
it is alleged that he secured a large 
sum of money from Mr. Wernher on 
this pretense. Lemoine was released 
to give an opportunity to vindicate 
himself by exhibiting stones of his 
own manufacture. When the cise 
was called in court Lemoine did not 
appear, and it was announced that he 
had fled, In the presence of Mr. 
Wernher the court then opened the 
famous envelope said to contain Le- 
moine’s formula. The paner inside 
was read, but it contained only a 
juinble of fantastic and senseless 
phrases,

injurious, so that we believe the evils 
arising wom the imaduigence in in- 
ioxieating drinks can and should be 
eliminated and avoided, Above all, 
the youth should be taught by precept 
vnd example and protected by legal 
enactments, so that will abstarm 
ivom alesholic liquors. We declare, 
that it i, our conyicjion, that this 
course must be pursued to insure the 
iuture sobriety of the race, which is 
the foundation of its prosperity, wel- 
fare and progress.”

FOREST RESERVES ALONG 
THE prestr ah MOUNTAINS. 


Haneard Report, “June #, 1908. 

Mr. M. 8 MeCarthy—What new re- 
serves have been made on the eastern 
slope of the Rocky mountains within 
the Inst vear? 1 saw it stated in the 
hewspapere in the west supporting the 
government that the minister of agri- 
ealture (Mr. Fisher) had said, at a 
meeting of the Forestry association 
in Montreal, that all the east slope of 
the Rocky mountains from the nation- 
al boundary io the northern Hmits of 
the country have been set aside as a 
forest reserve, Had the government 
made up its mind as to that? 

Mr. Oliver—There must be some er- 
ror somewhere, there has been no such 
reservation, There is, ov course the 
Waterton reservation, 

Mr. Foster—What is the-size of that? 

Mr, Wliver—One or two townships. 
It is an old reservation set apart many 
years ago, and was neveie withdrawn 
from the departmental reservation. 
Then there is the Banfi park reserva- 
tion, and there is also a large reserva- 
tion at the Jasper House on the line 
of the Canadian Pacific railway, That 
is about iitty miles in length trom the 
southeast to the northwest, and ex- 
tends to the toothills of the moun- 
tains, It will not be as large as the 
Banff park in area, becauee the Banff 
park, in its northeasterly portion, ex- 
tends out far beyond the toothills of 
the Rockies. The railway will inter- 
eect it-at about the centre. These are 
the only reservations that have been 
made onthe eastern slope of the Rocky 
mountaine. But at some future time 
further reservations may be made. 


Appointment of Land Agent. 

Mr. Lake—I would like to ask what 
the policy of the minister is in regard 
to ine fitiing of vacancies in the dif- 
ferent land offices of the Northwest 
and in the outside service generally. 1 
asked hisn a question the other day 
with regard to filling a vaecaney at 
Edmonton and, from the answer he 
gave, | understand he brought a man 
in entirely from the outside, a gen- 
tleman who could not possioly have 
uny knowledge of the details of the 
work and who would have to. rely 
upon the juniors, the men whom he 
was going to supersede in that event, 
to couch hiny and make him tamiliat 
with the work that he was going to 
do, I do not know whether the same 
policy is being carried on in other 
parts of the Northwest, but | would 
magine that it is an extrenicly bad 
thing for the whole outside service 
to let men labour under the impression 
that no matter how good their work 
ie, they have no chance of appoint- 
ment to the best positions gomg. 1 
would like the minister to give us a 
general idea‘oi what his policy is in 
regard to promotion im the outside ser 
vice. 

Mr. Oliver—It is 
down a general policy 


very hard to lay 
that would not 


be chiefly known, like the rules oi 
English grammar, by its exceptions, 
In the case mentioned, the appoint 


ment Was made of a gentleman who 
had hitherto been outside the service 
but we believed that by reason of his 
opportunities he was aole to bring 
into the service ability and advantages 
that no person whom we then had in 
the service at that point was able to 
bring and we had need of all the men 
who might be presumed to be of equa} 
standing at other points where they 
Were chiployed, 

I may say generally that while it ie 
very desirable that employees in the 
land offices shall have accurate knowl 
edge of the routine of the office and 
of the department generally, inasmuch 
as they are from day to day in immed 
jate touch with the people tor whose 
convenience and benetit these officer 
exist, it is even more necessary that 
the man at the nead of the land oifies 
should have auch standing and quali 
fication as will be to his advantage in 
coming in contact with the pubhe at 
large. We may be able to get men 
who are pertectly competent to trans- 
act clerical work, who can keep in 
touch with the routine of the offic 
ind of the department, who are in 
themselves in every way creditable 
persons, but who lack the knowledge 
of matters and things in the world 
outgide that would enable them to deal 
sotisfactorily with the general shi 
and with the questions between the 
department and the general public 
in those 
the settlement of which 
om main duty of 


pur 


offices and 
questions is really 
the land agent. Under these cireum- 
stances, while we have given due 
consideration to, the possibilities of 
promotion trom within the service, it 
would not be fair to the House or to 
the service to let it be understood that 
the principle of promotion was ou 
leading princiuple in providing for the 
outside service, It is absolutely ne- 
cesaary that we should have men in 
touch with outside conditions and we 
cannot always depend upon meeting 
that requirement by promotions from 
the service. As occasion arisea wi 
have to do ihe best we can and cither 
promote or take them from the out- 
side as the case may be. 
Clos'ng Sub-Land Agencies. 

Mr. W. J. Roehe (Marquette).- 
Why was the sub-agency at Ranch- 
ville closed? 

Mr. Oliver—My hon. friend (Mr. W 
J. Roche) asked the question in’ the 
House in the ordinery way, and, if | 
remember well, the answey was very 
much the same as I have given in the 
case Of the Question put by the hon. 
member for Alberta (Mr, Herron) ex- 
cept that in thet case the sub-agent 
has wet resigned, We telt that the 
settlement of that part of the country 
had progressed to such an extent that 
iL Was not necessary to keep up the 
sub-agency. There is no doubt that 
the sub-ageney is 9 very great conven- 
ienee. But we have to draw the line 
somewhere; the House would not justi- 
fy us in establishing sub-agencies 
everywhere or in keeping them open 
everywhere they have been establish- 
ed, The sub-land agency ie more par- 
ticularly a convenience in the newly- 
settled sections. A great deal of the 
business to be transacted with the land 
office by old settlers can be transacted 
by letter, whereas entry must be made 
in person and the presence of the eub- 
agency enables the entry to be made 


land. So, there is a reason for the 
sub-agency in the new territory that 
does not exist in the ease of an old- 
settled section 


Mr. W. 23. Roche (Marquette)-—If 
the business hed fallen off in this sub- 
agency, there woud be foree in what 
the minister has said. But T am in- 
formed that more business was done 
there last year than was done the yeat 
before, I know that the sub-agent 
hag said—1 have had no direct coim- 
munication with him—that, judging 
by the business of 1907, there was more 
reason for maintaining the eub-ageney 
than ever ogee It was hardly ne- 
cessiry on tht ground of economy to 


close the sub-ugency, as the saving 
would be only $25 a month, I have 
had complaints trom a number of 


the residents of the district concern- 
ing the closing of this office, A state- 
Ment has been iurnished me of the 
business of the office in February last, 
There were «ix entries tor homesteads 
—proceeds $60—and implements, $15; 
three imepections were made; there 
was one abandoned homestead, and 
there were thirty-two applications for 
patents. I think that this volume of 
business would compare favorably with 
that of any other sub-agency in Mani- 
toba, Intormation with reference to 
the closing of this office has reached 
me as i.ollows: The sub-agent, who in 
years gone by, was a very active poli- 
ticlan, during the last provincial con- 
test remained neutral, This did not 
please the Liberal candidate—who was 
deteated and who attributed his de- 
feat not so much to the efforts of his 
political opponents as to the inactiv- 
ity of the sub-agent. And it is no 
secret in that part of the country that 
this defeated candidate takes 
ior having had this agent discharged 
because Ov bis inactivity in the elee 
tions. dif the iniormation | have is 
correct, the business has not falicn off, 
but increased, 

Mr. Oliver—I think the committee 
will agree that the volume of business 
stated by the hon, gentleman (Mr, W. 
J. Roche) is hardly sufficient to justify 


he maintenance of this office. And, 
a this was an increase over that ot 
previous months it ds pretty good 


vidence that instead of being wrong in 
closing the office when we did, it we 


aad ciosed it sooner it would have 
been better in the interests of econ- 
uny. It is evident that, once an office 


is difficult to get it 
certain amount ol 
vonvenience to the public in having 
the office ‘there, and there are always 
people who are oftended and complain 
tit is closed. 1 do not wonder that 
ehere are complaints about the closing 
it this office any more than about the 
“Oosing ot the oflicé at Pineher Creek 
i have ho hope o: ever closing a sub- 
igent's office without complaints be- 
ny nade, and yet b teel that we must 
lose these offices trom time to time 
is setilement progresses, 

Grand Trunk Pacific Townsites. 
Mr. Lake—I notice that a number 
i pieces of land have been sold to 
he Grand Trunk Pacifie lor townsite 
purposes at $1 an acre. Does the min- 
ister consider that a proper price? 
Mr. Oliver—The land was sold to the 
jomesteader at $1 an acre and he sells 
o the company tor whatever he can 
fet, The Grand Trunk Pacitie ot 
course runs through lands owned by 
rivate individuals and other corpor- 
itious as well as through government 
iands, and it is necessary that they 
now not only have s jons but con- 
veniences jor the handling of grain 
ind other business in order that they 
way give full benefit and advantage 
o the surrounding country. In plac- 
ng their stations where they will be 
Host suitable the company irequently

jomesteader, He' was there as a set- 
ler, the ruilway came and ovade his 
land valuable in spite of him, and I 
know no reason why he ehould not 
get the benefit. 

Where the ratiway saw fit to place its 
station upon land still rematning in 
ihe crown, the arrangement ie dilfer- 
cot, There we think it quite fair and 
reasonable that there should be faeili- 
ties for the establishment of a town, 
and we sell the dand to the eompany 
at $3 an acre, retaining one-quarter 
interest in the proceeds of the sales 
that may be made, The reason why 
we prefer to retain an undivided one- 
quarter interest is that if we were to 
retain a divided interest the question 
Oo, municipal taxation would neceesar- 
ily arise, and we have found that a 
very difficult and vexing question.

Mr. Oliver-—No, [I am not aware

divided responsibility, so to speak. 
The responsibility was not definitely 
fixed, either with the Yukon council or 
with the government. We, I assume 
took it for granted that the Yukon 
Council, having passed laws and ordi- 
nances under which the administra 
tion was to be carried on, would see to 
it that the laws and ordinances were 
properly administered. They, on

say, creditable to any of the parties 
concerned, I propose to cyre that 
difficulty for the future. We did cure 
it in a measure when Mr. Senkler was 
appointed, by our requiring him to 
deposit sureties to the amount of
